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’—_1 HE greatest anti-fly crusade that
the world has known is now get-
ting under way in a multitude of

4 1 American ecitles and smaller com-
munities, reaching from Seattle
and San Francisco to Boston.

During recent years physiclans,
bacteriologists, sanitary engineers,

and others concerned with ques-

tions of public health, have made

ceaseless effort to arouse the American people
concerning disease and death traveling In the
tracks of the common housefly, or “typhold fiy,"

&8 the Uniled Stalcs government does not hesi-

tate to call it in its officlal printed documents.

Little by littla the country has become ac
quainted with the danger, and now entire com-
munities—hamlets, villages, citles allke—are un-
dertaking systematic and complete extermipation
of the insect. The fily has been recognized ns a
carrier of disease for many generations,
some authorities, like Jean Dawson, the Cleve-
land blologist, feel satisfled that It was 8o recog
nized even In Bible times. But never before has
practically an entire great nation awakened to
the absolute necessity of fighting the fly to the
death; of driving it out of existenca.

Moreover, it was left for a New York patholo-
gist, Dr. Ferdinand M. Jeffreys of the Polyclinic
Medical school and hospital, to formulate a reply
to the old question, “Of what use is the fily?"
According to Dr. Jeffreys it has & very important
use In acting as a danger signal which cannot
be disregarded with impunity.

“Wherever you find the fly,” he says, “you also
find fAilth. And where you find flith, you find dis
ease.”

Not merely typhold, but other highly danger
ous Intestinal diseases Are now known to be
spread by flles, and germs of tuberculosis, chol:
era infantum, epinal meningitls, infantile paraly-
sls, are llkewlse carried far and wide by the same
lttle pests. State boards of health, county com-
missions, municipal health departments, private
organizations of men and women in all stations
of life are printing and distributing pamphlets
on the subject, having lectures delivered before
audiences of children as well as of adults, ex-
plaining varlous methods of poisoning, (rapping,
and “swatting” flles. In many ecitles prizes of
money have been offered for the largest number
of flles killed in a given period. In other cities
and towns prizes are offered for the best easays
written by school children as to the dangers of
files and how to get rid of them.

North Dakota has issued two important health
department bulletins, epread broadcast through-
out the state, one entitled “Fly Habits” and the
other “A Fly Catechism.,” in which are answered
in simple language questions concerning files
which the youngest child may understand.

The United States government, through its
Farmer's Bulletin No. 412, makes out a complete
case augalnst what it terms “the typhold or housa
n"n

Virginia's state board of health has Issuad at
least three bulletins and circulars devoted wholly
or in part to tha subject.

In addition to quartsrly publications, one well
fllustrated, lowa {ssues shorter folders telling
just how to deal with the fly nuilsance

The Chicago board of health, through Its school
of sanitary instruction, publishes and distributes
articles and cartoons on the subject, as well as a
concise st of "Hints to Householdars.”

The Ohlo state board of health has also been
busy In the matter and has reprinted large num-
bers of Dr. C, O. Probst's practical paper, “The
Fly nn a Disease Carrier.”

Michigan's state board has come out with an
fmportant quarterly document on "The Anti-Fly
Crusade.”

Pennsylvanin devotes an entire issue of Its
large Health Bulletin to an essay easily under
stood, which {8 called “The Common Fly: How
It Develops, Why It Must Be Destroyed, and
How to Deatroy IL"

South Carolina, Texaes, and almost all the other
states In the Union have been dolng thelr utmost
tc educate the public concerning the dangers of
permitting files to exist. But with the exception
of & singla fourpage circular the state of New
York has done nothing in the matter that has
been pressed so vigorously by the country gen-
ernily. This clroular 8 a brisf dovument entitied
“The Filthy Fly,” and is lssued by the Publlelty
and Education Department of the State Board of
Henlth.

rooms, as well as to markets and fruit stalls
where foodstuffs were displayed, without being
screened. By such means as this flles were
traced during an outbreak of typhold fever iIn
Plattsburgh, N. Y. The local authorities thought
that drinking water, or milk, or some like sup-
ply was Infected, but an Investigator from New
York went to the Saranac river, into which the
sewnge of Plattsburgh was carried, and from
there he traced flles as they went into a moving-
pleture show attended by a large nudience, and
he t-aced the fllea as they went from the “mov-
les” bgek to the river.

Countless Instances of the spread of various
diseases have been recorded all over the country,
and as a result, instead of being regarded merely
as a harmless, though annoying little pest, the
house fly is today considered one of the dead-
llest enemies man has to contend with. Far
more dangerous ‘than war, for the fly Is every-
where every summer, excepting in enlightened
communities, llke Cleveland, Ohio, which !s rap-
1dly becoming pretty nearly a flyless city.

Last year experiments were undertaken In a
number of places to exterminate filles. Newspa
pere of Worcester, Mass., offered money prizes
for the largest quantity of filee caught, and the
results were astonishing. One enterprising lad of
twelve vears won the first prize of $100 when he
delivered ninety-five quarts of files. But It was
found oul laler that in order to succeed he had
actually gone into the business of breeding flies
in heaps of fish offal. Altogether the city of
Worcester caught and killed forty bushels of
flies In a few weeks For ohtious reasgons those
interested In fly extermination aro not offering
prizes in the same way this year for dead flies.
In a good many communities prizes are offered
for flyless blocks of houses or for farms or barns
that have no flies on or In them

Organlzations like the Woman's Municipal
Leagua of Dogton are paying for steropticon lec
tures delivered befora nll sorts of audiences,
and are getting Boy Scouts, District Nursing a8
gociations, school children, and others at work
in the effort.
